CHARITY 


When Madame Roland, the noblest woman of the 
French Revolution, was being’ borne to the guillotine, be- 
cause she bitterly opposed the cruel system, since known 
as the “Reign of Terror,” the tumbre, or death cart, 
passed the statue of Liberty, she gave voice to these im- 
mortal words: “Oh, Liberty, what crimes are committed 
in thy name!” Paraphrasing these last words of Madame 
Roland, it may be said, “Oh, Charity, what frauds are 
committed in thy name!” 

In the first place, if justice were meted to all alike, 
there would be no need of charity. The whole social 
system, from the bottom of the social pedestal to its 
apex, is permeated, under one guise or another, with fake 
charity. Who is better aware of the truth of this state- 
ment than the musician? 

Commencing at the top, when a few high society 
ladies are suffering from an attack of ennui (among the 
low classes it is known as hook-worm or laziness) a few 
of them hold a private tea some afternoon and decide 
upon getting up a charity ball, bazaar, kermiss, or other 
swell social function. An executive committee is ap- 
pointed, and the newspapers at once notified, and the 
lady fashion reporters will attend to the rest, as far as 
publicity and write-ups are concerned. 

Of course, these charitable ladies cannot be expected 
to work, that was not the intention, so whatever steno- 
graphic or clerical work is to be done, paid menials are 
employed, to be remunerated, of course, out of the funds 
realized on the charitable scheme. Whatever they need 
in the way of exhibits, if a bazaar, are begged from the 
big fashionable stores, and returned after the event has 
gone into history. In the meantime, many more ladies 
are appointed on various committees, and the lady fashion 
reporters are in clover. Then, all at once, some high- 
toned lady gets a “hunch,” if such a common term may 
be used in conjunction with such ultra fashionables, that 
they must have music. Of course, it is taken as a fore- 
gone conclusion that the local musicians will vie with 
each other for the gracious privilege of tendering their 
services free for such a noble charity, under such dis- 
tinguished auspices. If there is a properly organized 
Local of the A. F. of M. in that bailiwick, the musicians 
will not be found innoculated with any such idea. They 
will reply that if those charitable ladies need their ser- 
vices, they can secure them at union rates. If the an- 
nounced object of this charity is really a worthy one, and 
needs assistance, they will investigate through a com- 
mittee of their own, and donate from the common funds 
if the report is favorable, but they refuse to donate their 
services. 

“Hell hath no fury like a woman scorned,’ said some 
poet of long ago. The musicians are denounced as “real 
mean, horrid things.” The lady reporters let loose their 
feminine sarcasm in the papers. The hue and cry is taken 
up all along the line, with the result that the public is led 
to believe that the musicians are selfish, sordid, and lack- 
ing in civic pride. To make this function a success, many 
other wage-earners are needed, such as painters, decor- 
ators, carpenters, electricians, and others. There is no 
thought of asking these wage-earners to contribute their 
labor free of cost, and it is a fact that the average wage of 
these crafts is higher than that of musicians. 

Well, when the ladies recover from the shock of a lot 
of plebian horn-blowers, sheep-skin thumpers and cat- 
gut scrapers (those are the titles given them at this stage 
of the game) refusing the opportunity of association with 
the elite of the city (the musicians seated behind a lot of 
hot house plants, out of sight) some one happens to 
recollect that there is a U. S. barracks or fort just outside 
the city. The stenographer is instructed to send the 
commandant a nice note explaining the object of the 
function, particularly dwelling upon the charity side of 
it, inviting him, his officers, their ladies and the band to 
participate in the function. The commandant, the officers 
and the band all know quite well what the ladies want— 
namely, free music; but as this is for sweet charity, the 
invitation is accepted, more for the reason that it gives a 
lot of military snobs an opportunity to show their uni- 
forms at a swell social function than sweet charity. 
Again the lady society reporters get in a lot of good 
stuff. The public is informed how fortunate the ladies 
were in getting, through the kindness of the commandant, 
the services of this unrivaled aggregation of finished 
artists. Sousa, Pryor, Innes, Liberati are mere novices in 
comparison with these talented musicians (at $25 per 
month). 

At last the function is, in common parlance, pulled off. 
And what is it? A fashionable feminine undress parade. 
The society ladies appear in magnificent, expensive, low- 
cut gowns, bedecked with jewels, the cost of which runs 
into the millions. The next morning the society columns 
are full of description of the fine gowns and who wore 
them. Display was the sole object of the whole business. 
Charity sat modestly in the background. Financial re- 
sults to be reported later, but never are. 

In the next social strata we find social, fraternal, 
athletic and so-called educational institutions, principally 
composed of the smaller business men. Every once in a 
while one of these takes a notion to pull off a charity 
stunt of some kind. They also apply to the musicians 
for free music, because the proceeds are to be applied to

sweet charity. When they get the same answer given to 


— - 


the more fashionable set, they also become indignant, 
and frequently accept the services of the musical pariahs 
that infest every large community—characterless incom- 
petents, ever ready to take advantage of an opportunity 
to injure the legitimate musician. 

Then come the labor organizations. A member gets 
injured in the course of his employment. Straightway a 
benefit is arranged, and, of course, the musicians are ex- 
pected to volunteer their services. If the musicians say, 
“We will donate from the common treasury if the cause 
is worthy, but not our services,’ they are at once de- 
nounced as cheap skates and grouches. 

Another thing: Whenever an organization employs 
members of a musical union for one of its functions, im- 
mediately a bundle of tickets are forwarded to the Local 
Secretary, at 25c or 50c each, and if they are not kept, 
more dissatisfaction is expressed. In large communities 
Secretaries sometimes have several thousand such on 
hand, 

So, all through the social gamut the musician is ever 
placed at a disadvantage. And he is the only one. No 
one dreams of asking men or women in other crafts to 
donate their services free for such purposes. If musicians 
gave their services free every time they were asked on 
account of charity, they would have time for little else. 

But when it comes to true cahrity, the musician is ever 
to the fore. In every great calamity, where thousands 
were thrown out of house and home and prompt relief 
necessary, you will always find the musician in front rank 
with money and services. 


It is the petty imitations of charity that are found so 
objectionable. The pity of it is, that in all communities 
there are always musicians to be found who, to gain a 
little present notoriety, or possibly a future job, will ex- 
press themselves as willing to tender their services, if the 
Union will let them. These are the real culprits. If every 
musicians’ organization would let it be known that they 
would not volunteer their services for alleged charity, 
except when it was of a general character, and reserve to 
themselves tae right assumed by all others, of judging 
for themselves what is a worthy charity, such sycophants 
would be rare, and they would entirely disappear if a 
local law was passed properly disciplining such char- 
acters, they would soon disappear. 

A man was found dead on one of the streets of Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., recently, and in one of his pockets was found 
the following note: “Please help me. I have no work 
and canont get any. I have three little children at home 


and none of them can go to work yet. So please help 
me.” é 


At the time that this note was found in the pocket of 
the man who died from slow starvation, the mayor of 
Pittsburgh, in an address before the City Council, said. 


_ ‘We have persons wearing silk underwear and other 
fine raiment, who are investigating the poor, and who 
never do anything except to investigate them. There is 
an organization which spends $30,000 a year and calls 
itself a charity, when last year it spent only $379 in giv- 
ing actual relief. All the money went in salaries for in- 
vestigations!” 

There is but little necessity for an elaborate editorial 
comment on the victim of poverty who died from hunger 
on the streets of Pittsburgh. Nor is it necessary to dwell 
upon the infamous hypocrisy of the brazen and shame- 
less grafters who have converted charity into a business. 
When $30,000 is consumed to distribute $379 among the 
poor it is about time to put the stripes of the felon on the 
degenerates who hide their perfidy behind the mask of 
charity. 
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A GREAT SHOW. 





St. Louis is celebrating the semi-centennial of the 
settlement of St. Louis by Laclede 150 years ago. 

This event will be celebrated by what is to be known 
as “The Pageant and Masque. This is to be an outdoor 
drama given at Forest Park next May. It is proposed to 
give in sequence the history of St. Louis from its settle- 
ment by Laclede up to the end of the Civil War. The 
stage is being built at a cost of $25,000. It will require 
7,500 participants in costume to properly depict the char- 
acters of Indians, Priests, Soldiers of different eras, 
Voyageurs, Guides, Scouts, Citizens—each cycle passing 
by will be correctly costumed. The stage is built on the 
edge of the large lake, which will represent the Missis- 
sippi River in front of St. Louis. All the different sys- 
tems of transportation by water through those 150 years 
will be graphically and correctly reproduced. 

The audience will be seated in a natural ampitheatre 
formed by the confirmation of Art Hill and will seat 
150,000 people. 

A band of 100 musicians will be used. It will beat 
anything for show that has ever occurred in the history 
of the world. The Grecian Olympiad, the games in the 
Roman Coliseum, the Cloth of the Field of Gold, will all 
seem insignificant in comparison. Just think of it—a 
show that requires 7,500 actors, on a stage that could 
place on it half a dozen of our largest hippodromes and 
still have ample room. One hundred musicians, 150,000 
audience, and all outdoors for a roof. It surely will be 
worth seeing. It will be put on May 28 and be repeated 
the next three days. 
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OLD AGE PENSION FUND. 


A special fund shall be created by the Musicians’ Mu- 
tual Benefit Association, Local No. 2, American Federa- 
tion of Musicians, of St. Louis, Mo., under the follow- 
ing conditions: 

Section 1. That all fines collected on account of fail- 
ure to atend meetings or funerals shall be paid into this 
fund, and kept separate from all other sources of revenue, 
and shall only be drawn upon as provided for in Section 
6 of this article. 

Sec. 2. That in addition to this fund the Association 
shall, under the supervision of the Old Age Pension 
Board, as provided for in Section 7 of this Article, give 
one or more entertainments per year, the profits of which 
entertainment or entertainments shall be turned into the 
“Old Age Pension Fund.” 

Sec. 3. That the Association shall be permitted to 
accept donations, or endowments to this fund from any 
person, association or corporation, at the discretion of the 
Board of Directors. 

Sec. 4. There shall be created a board of five mem- 
bers to be known as the Old Age Pension Board. These 
to be nominated and elected the same as the other officers 
of the Association. The five receiving the highest vote 
cast for nominees shall be declared elected. The mem- 
ber receiving the highest vote of the five shall hold office 
for five years, the second highest four years, the third 
highest for three years, the fourth highest for two years, 
and the fifth highest for one year. At each annual elec 
tion thereafter one member shall be elected for a term of 
five years. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of this Board to act as 
trustees of the Old Age Pension Fund. Deposit these 
funds in one or more reliable banks, or invest them sub- 
ject to the approval of the Board of Directors. 

They shall elect from among their number a chair- 
man, and secretary, to perform the usual duties of such 
officers. No money shall be drawn from this fund, ex 
cept om an order passed by a majority of the Board. 
Vouchers drawn against this fund must bear the sig- 
nature of the chairman and secretary. The members of 
this Board shall be bonded at the expense of the Asso- 
ciation in proportion to the amount entrusted to their 
care. The amount of this bond shall be fixed by the 
Board of Directors. : 

Sec. 6. Members who have reached the age of sixty- 
five years, and who have been members for a period of 
twenty-five consecutive years shall be beneficiaries of 
this fund. Suspension for non-payment of dues, and re- 
instatement within thirty days without prejudice shall 
not be considered as breaking the continuity of member- 
ship. 

Sec. 7. When the Old Age Pension Fund has de- 
posited to its credit $3,000 or over, the Old Age Pension 
Board shall establish a system of pensions to be paid 
monthly to’ all members entitled to such pension as per 
Section 6 of this Article, not exceeding $15 per month. 

Sec. 8. That whenever the Old Age Pension Fund 
exceeds $3,000, the Board shall be authorized to decrease 
the age limit of sixty-five years, from time to time, until 
the fund is sufficient to apply to all members sixty years 
of age, and over, who have held membership for twenty- 
five cosecutive years, as provided in Section 6 of this 
Article. 

Sec. 8. When the Old Age Pension Fund is sufficient 
to guarantee the payment of $15.00 per month to each 
qualified member sixty years of age and over, the Board 
shall, as the fund increases, raise the monthly pension 
from time to time, until it is sufficient to guarantee to 
each qualified member sixty years of age and over, a 
pension of $30 per month. This shall be the limit, and 
all accumulations over and above sufficient to guarantee 
each qualified member sixty years of age and over $30 
per month, shall be turned into the treasury of the Asso- 
ciation. 


Sec. 10. The Board shall meet aot less than once per 
month, and adopt such rules and regulations as will in- 
sure the faithful administration of the Old Age Pension 


Fund. 


Sec. 11. Any laws or parts of laws in conflict with 
any Section of this Article are hereby repealed. 

The committee who reported the above resolution 
favorably were somewhat astonished to find consider- 
able opposition developed against it. We desire to call 
the attention of the members to the fact that if this reso- 
lution becomes a law it will not cost the membership 
one cent. 

The proposition is to raise the funds needed to suc 
cessfully carry out the project by giving concerts or en 
tertainments, to accept donations from kind-hearted 
peonle. ‘ 

It will be noted that it cannot be applied until there 
are $3,000 in the treasury, and then only to members 65 
years of age and over who have been members for not 
less than twenty-five years. This will only affect about 


ten members and entail an expense of $1,800 per year. It 
is further provided, as the funds increase, to lower the 
age limit to 64, then 63 and so on until the age of 60 is 
reached, where it shall stop, and if the funds permit, the 
amount per month to be gradually increased until $30 
Every 


per month is reached, when it shall stop there. 





step is carefully guarded, and the interests of the Asso- 
ciation, as such, fully conserved. It would probably be 
some years before the fund would be applicable to 60 
years of age at $30 per month, but the first entertain- 
ment or concert given would realize a sufficient sum to 
apply to 65 years at $15 per month. 

Many of the younger generation express sarcastic 
opinions as to the advisability of this humanitariat 
proposition. 

The musicians of St. Louis have ever been the pioneer 
in every movement to better the conditions, hours and 
remuneration of musicians. It will be 29 years in Sep- 
tember of this year since the organization was formed. 
The conditions, hours and remuneration are not less than 
75 per cent better on the average now than then. Who 
made them so? It was the men of that day, now in the 
sere and yellow leaf of approaching old age, who brought 
these needed improvements about that the present gen- 
eration is enjoying. 

When the organization was passing through that 
crucible they put their shoulders to the wheel, without 
hope of any pecuniary reward. Many of these early 
workers have passed to the great unknown beyond. 

The members of that generation secured the enact- 
ment of the city ordinance providing for public park 
concerts, for which there is now appropriated $15,500 
annually. They secured 25,000 signatures of citizens to 
petitions favoring the proposition. They scoured the 
city thoroughly, without cost to the Association. The 
only expense involved was the printing of the petition. 
They haunted the committee rooms of the House of Dele- 
gates and Council until the ordinance was adopted and 
signed. ° 

It was these men who through careful handling of 
your funds, finally saved enough to purchase our present 
home, second to none in the country, without direct cost 
to the members. 

Some say, why not have the A. F. of M. establish an 
“Old Musicians’ Home?” It was tried, but finally aban- 
doned as a failure. Old musicians don’t care to separate 
themselves from friends, associates and familiar sur- 
roundings of many years and accept charity in some out 
of-the-way home. 

In Boston and Worcester, Mass., the above scheme 
for raising funds has been in successful operation for 
some years. The annual monster concert of Local No 
9, of Boston, always realizes over $10,000. If Boston can 
do it, why not St. Louis? 

We hear some talk about improvidence. That if these 
older men had taken better care of their opportunities, 
such a proposition would not be necessary. 

Let us see. Even with the much better opportunities 
of the present day, it is only the most fortunate that can 
properly provide against the probable misfortunes of old 
age. 

A man may be ever so thrifty, and have laid aside 
something for a rainy day, and the misfortune of sick- 
ness strikes him or his family, and all the savings of years 
will be swept away. 

' With this brief explanation, we leave the matter in 
your hands, and hope that you will consider same favor- 
ably when it was brought up for final action.

USEFUL TUNING FORK. 


A brand new use has been found for the tuning fork. 
The little instrument which has for centuries been used 
to give musicians the correct pitch is being found of great 
service in the diagnosis of disease. So valuable has it 
proved that it promises soon to take its place beside the 
stethoscope and thermometer as an essential part of every 
good physician’s equipment. 

Dr. James Castle, the eminent specialist in tropical 
medicine, has been making experiments with the tuning 
fork, and is enthusiastic over its possibilities as an aid to 
correct diagnosis of various ailments. 

Dr. Castle finds that if a tuning fork be set vibrating 
and the shaft placed against the body wall and moved 
about, a note varying with the density of the organ 1m- 
mediately beneath will be transmitted to a stethoscope 
In this way he has repeatedly been able to locate the 
limits of the liver to almost a hair’s breadth. 

The fork Dr. Castle uses has a specially designed 
“striker” attachment so that it need not be removed 
from position for the purpose of revibrating. 

He has found the tuning fork very useful in cases of 
small localized pleurisy cituated low down in the chest 
which bv ordinary methods cannot easily be differen- 
tiated from abscess of the liver or a liver pusby upward 
by abdominal distention. He compared the results with 
those obtained by X-ray photographs and found that 
thev were absolutely accurate. He believes that the 
method will prove of advantage in diagnosing broken 


He has further found that the fork gives out different 
tones for different affections of the liver. Thus a fatty 
liver gives out tones different from those of cirrhosis. 

Another physician, Dr. Seymour Taylor, is using the 
tuning fork with great success in exploring the chest. 
He finds it especially advantageous in marking out lung 
cavities or dilated tubes, but even in these conditions 
certain physica lfactors, such as the presence of much 
fluid or pus, will lessen the diagnostic aid of the fork. 

When a cavity is dry the reverberation of the domi- 
nant note is distinctly increased over the cavity, and is 
diminished as the instrument is carried away from the 
lesion. Again, in men with hard, almost solid ribs, the 
sounds are better conducted, as one would expect, than 
in children and young persons with more elastic ribs, 
which are not such good conductors of sound. 
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PANAMA-PACIFIC EXPOSITION NOTES. 





It is planned to render the year 1915 a red letter year 
in the history of the world’s music. Through a con- 
tinuous festival to be held at the Panama-Pacific Inter- 
national Exposition at San Francisco in 1915, an effort 
is being made to unite the musical interests of all nations 
into a single great expression of the universal art. 

The musical program promises to be one of the most 

varied and yet comprehensive ever held. To a singular 
degree the Exposition should bring together music lovers 
of all lands. 
The National Eisteddfod of Wales is one of the most 
interesting musical festivals in the world. Year after 
year it is held by the Welsh people in the little principal- 
ity, which has been termed the Celtic fringe, and where 
the most honored of all Celtic traditions are maintained 
with the same enthusiasm as in the distant days of the 
early Britons when the Druids of Wales were the leaders 
and teachers of European culture. 

Rarely is it that the eisteddfod is held outside the 
limits of Welsh teritory, but there have been occasions 
when an event of national importance has been cele- 
brated in other countries. In 1915 the greatest of all 
will be held at the Panama-Pacific International Exposi- 
tion. 

At the 1915 National Eisteddfod the prizes awarded 
for choral and male competitions will exceed any that 
have ever been given any eisteddfod either in Wales or 
elsewhere. $20,000 will be offered for the chief choral 
competition and $10,000 for the male choir. Other large 
prizes will be offered for competition in solos, recitations, 
musical and poetic compositions, all of which are usual 
features of the eisteddfod. 

At a recent eisteddfod held in Pittsburgh, there were, 
perhaps, thirty thousand Welsh people. It is expected 
that that number will be far exceeded at San Francisco. 
The prizes are tempting. The event of the Exposition 
is in itself an inducement to take people from far-off 
countries to San Francisco to participate with America 
in her celebration of so great an international event as 
the completion of the Panama Canal. 

In additional to the theatres and halls with which 
San Francisco is well supplied and apart from the Hall 
of Festival and the Festival Court in the Exposition, the 
Exposition management has set aside $1,C00,000 for the 
construction of a great auditorium. Work on the build- 
ing, which will seat 11,000 persons, has begun. 

lor the director of the musical features of the Expo- 
sition, it is acclaimed in America and Europe, no better 
man could have been put in charge than Mr. George W. 
Stewart, of Boston, who has been a»pointed Musical Di- 
rector of the greatest musical festival in history. 

Mr. Stewart earned his fame as conductor of the 
celebrated Boston Band, which he founded about twenty 
years ago, and which is regarded as one of the first mu 
sical organizations in America. The musical director of 
the Panama-Pacific International Exposition has had 
considerable experience in enterprices of a similar kind, 
though not perhaps on so large a scale as the 1915 cele- 
bration. He has entered the work with a spirit worthy 
of the occasion and promises a gathering of musicians 
and singers such as no precedent can claim. It is planned 
that massed bands and orchestras will give concerts 
throughout the Exposition period. 

Modern compositions will be played by individual and 
by massed orchestras and among the chief orchestral at- 
tractions of the year will be the production of the best 
symphony for which a prize of $10,000 is offered by the 
New York Philharmonic Society. The prize winning 
composer has to be an American citizen of Italian birth 
or extraction. 

Another of the attractions of the great musical festi- 
val will be the rendering of folk songs and folk music 
by massed bands from all countries in the world. No 
more effective plan could have been adopted for the 
stamping of ancient and almost forgotten music with 
the mark of the classic than the execution of this idea 
as conceived by the Exposition Musical Directors. 

For the first time in history the strange, fantastic airs 
of the T'vrol of the Welsh mountains and of the unknown 
Oriend, will be interspersed amid the grandeur of mod

ENTERTAINMENT AT THE A. 
F. OF M. CONVENTION. 
Des Moines, Iowa, March 30. 


Special to the International Musician: 

In the March number of the Inter- 
national Musician appeared an out- 
line of the hopes and plans of Local 

Jo. 75, A. F. of M., with reference to 
the matter of entertaining the national 
convention of the Federation, which 
convenes in this city Monday, May 
11, 1914. 

One feature of the entertainment 
program upon which we dwelt with 
special emphasis was the fact that the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra had 
been secured for a concert for Thurs- 
day evening of the convention week. 

It is with feelings of regret, not to 
say chagrin, that we are compelled to 
announce that the picture thus painted 


coming convention warrant a few 
words of explanation. 

When the convention was secured 
for Des Moines, Local No. 75 imme- 
diately began preparations for the 
event. Plans for entertainment fea- 
tures were at once presented and dis- 
cussed. Dr. M. L. Bartlett, head of 
the music department of Des Moines 
College, has been holding annual 
spring music festivals for a number 
of years. Each season he has brought 
to the city one of the large symphony 
orchestras of the country. It occur- 
red to the convention committee that 
Dr. Bartlett might be willing to hold 
his spring festival during convention 
week. It was thought that the pres- 
ence of delegates from all parts of 
the country, and the spring festival 
with its imported array of artistic 
talent would create an atmosphere at 
once wholesome and enjoyable for all 
concerned. 

It was further thought that in view 
of the fact that Des Moines is located 
in the great Mississippi Valley, it 
would be a gracious thing to have the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra as the 
cardinal feature of the festival instru- 
mental program, and that a general 


mid-western demonstration could be 
made. Correspondence accordingly 
began. 

A representative of the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra visited Des 
Moines to solicit the engagement. Dr. 
Bartlett made a special trip to St. 


Louis to further discuss details. A 
verbal contract was closed. Other 
orchestras wanted to come, but St. 
Louis was favored for the reasons 
above outlined. The St. Louis or- 
chestra management felt so elated 
over the securing of tne engagement 
that through the columns of the St. 
Louis newspapers they chortled in 
notes ecstatic about how they had 
triumphed over all other competitive 
organiaztions. Days and weeks fin- 
ally passed and Dr. Bartlett began to 
get anxious about merging his verbal 
contract into a written one ‘i accord- 
ance with his usual custom. Explana- 
tion was finally made that the matter 
could not be closed until it was 
definitely known what soloists the 
orchestra would bring. After more 
delay, Dr. Bartlett became irsisteat, 
and finally a telegram was receivad 
from St. Louis to the effect that the 
orchestra had found it not to be exped- 
ient to make an “Iowa-Nebraska tour 
this season.” 

Nothing about an lIowa-Nebraska 
tour was ever discussed between Dr. 
Bartlett and the St. Louis Orchestra 
management. The correspondence 
now on file makes this very plain. 
The price for the Des Moines engage- 
ment was specifically agreed upon. 
Dr. Bartlett has a two thousand dol- 
lar guarantee fund subscribed to by 
twenty of the most substantial busi- 
ness men in Des Moines, for spring 
festival purposes, and Local No. 75 
could back him for two thousand dol- 
lars more if it were necessary so far 
as discharging its own financial ob- 
ligations were concerned. 

When it was discovered that the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra was 
about to flunk out of its engagement, 
Dr. Bartlett wrote a sharp letter to 
St. Louis. The orchestra then offered 
to come on Saturday night of con- 
vention week. 

When, in the history of a national 
Federation convention, were the dele- 
gates ever able to attend a Saturday 
night concert? 

Several days later another propo- 
sition was received about coming on 
Friday night. It was too late. Dr. 
Bartlett had already signed a contract 
with the Minneapolis Orchestra, but 
even this necessitated the postpone- 
ment of his spring festival to a date 
some time after the convention. All 
the big orchestras having completed 
their spring traveling schedules, it 
was found impossible to secure a sub- 
stitute for convention week. 

Nevertheless and notwithstanding, 
Local No. 75 is going ahead with the 
entertainment program for conven- 
tion week. Our members are too re- 
sourceful to be more than temporarily 





disconcerted over one disappointment.

| Dear Sir—As a trade unionist in 
good standing for a number of years 
in my own craft union, and as a mem- 
ber of the American Federation of 
Musicians, I would like to bring to 
the attention of your readers a few 
facts in regard to the latter. There 
are some people who carry the union 
card, but who seem to know little 
about the liberalizing tendencies of 
the movement with which they are 
connected. They sem to have a very 
connected. They seem to have a very 
by the A. F. of M. in the general or- 
ganized labor movement. 

In Winnipeg some time ago they 
advanced the proposition that on 
Labor Day it was the place of the 
bandsmen to play in the Labor Day 
parade for nothing. Some in other 
places have objected to our wearing 
military uniforms in Labor Day pa- 
rades,and others who ought to know 
better, will tell you it is out of place 
for trades unionists to play in a mili- 
tary band. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I was in the labor 
movement years before many of these 
people had any connection with it, and 
in those old days we had few paid of- 
ficers or organizers, and I, as one, 
have often gone down in my pocket to 
help pay hall rent when a few of us 
were keeping our craftsmen together. 

Perhaps if Bob Glockling, Charlie 
Marsh and some of the old fellows 
were around now, they might be able 
to tell what it cost a man to carry the 
card in those good old days when we 
were making better conditions for the 
fellows who have followed on and 
have only been in the movement for a 
very few years. As far as the bands- 
men are concerned, it means a living 
to most of them to belong to a mu- 
sical organization and if some of them 
had to buy the expensive instruments 
that are supplied by the military band, 
they would have to keep outside the 
game entirely. The bandsman is never 
called out for strike duty either, it is 
well to remember. 

The A. F. of M. has a clause in its 
Constitution that a man cannot be- 
long unless he also belongs to or joins 
the union of his craft, and in more 
cities than one it has been the means 
used to force many men into their 
craft unions. 

The doors of our Federation are 
closed to musicians who are enlisted 
in the regular army or in regular regi- 
mental bands. We do our best to 
boost the union label. The patronage 
of the A. F. of M. means many thou- 
sands of dollars every year to union 
tailors and garment workers for union 
band uniforms. 

Many of our members are insisting 
when buying new instruments that 
they shall be union made. In these 
and in many other ways we are giving 
a very cordial support to our sister 
unions. 

Then the A. F. of M. has produced 
men who are a credit to the general 
labor movement, for instance, Dave 
Carey, one of the old-timers, who was 
a union man away back in the days of 
the Knights of Labor, who is presi- 
dent of the Labor Temple Company, 
and always ready to help the other 
fellow in the other union. 

What is needed in the labor move- 
ment is a broader spirit of liberality 
and toleration. We must remember 
the other fellow has got to live, and 
every time we can get behind a union 
man, no matter what his craft may be, 
let us everlastingly boost him every 
time it is in our power to do so. 

There are thousands of bandsmen in 
the A. F. of M. You will find them in 
almost every good sized town. [n 
their many suppers and social func- 
tions they use union label goods. They 
wear thousands of union made uni- 
forms -outside their regular military 
suits. Every man is a straight union 
man, and some of them have to be- 
long to two unions to make good. 
They get the union label on their 
printing, and in many ways expend 
vast sums of money in support of 
union goods and union principles

legitimate means, shall henceforth use 
every endeavor to procure the enact- 
ment of such an amendment to the 
National Laws.” 

Board of Directors concurred in 
action of Local by instructing the 
President to appoint a committee of 
three to reduce, as nearly as possible, 
to concrete form the proposition to 
popularize the national elections. 

Committee Report. 

Your committee respectfully 
mits the following: 

The Chicago Federation of Musi- 
cians, Local No. 10, of the American 
Federation of Musicians, is dissatis- 
fied with the present method of elect- 
ing national officers. It proposes— 

That the right to elect shall be 
taken from the convention and given 
to the voters at large. 

That the right to nominate shall be 
exercised as now, by the convention. 

That no less than two candidates 
for each and every elective office shall 
be selected and the manner of selec- 
tion, qualifications necessary, etc., 
shall be determined by the convention. 
The names of all candidates thus se- 
lected, together with such information 
concerning them as may be deemed 
necessary shall appear in the next ‘s- 
sue of the International Musician, 
which issue must be in the hands of 
every member of the American Fed- 
eration not later than two weeks from 
the date of adjournment. 

That no appeal by, or on behalf of 
any of the nominees shall be made, 
except through the columns of the 
aforesaid issue of the International 
Musician, and the nature and length 
of such appeal shall be determined by 
the convention. 

That no literature, or cards, shall 
be issued by, or on behalf of any of 
the candidates, and this restriction 
shall extend to every candidate even 
in his home Local. 

That the election shall be held not 
earlier than one month, nor later than 
two months, subsequent to the date 
of nomination; and that the polls shall 
be open, in the meeting place of every 
Local of the American Federation of 
Musicians, on the same day and: dur- 
ing the asme hours, and the voting be 
under the Australian ballot law. 

That every member of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Musicians in good 
standing, shall have the right to vote 


sub- 


at this election, in his home Local, or | 


in whichever Local he may happen to 
be on the day of election. 

That the candidate for each office, 
receiving the highest number of votes, 
in the combined Locals, shall be de- 
clared elected. 

In explanation of the foregoing we 
offer the following: 

We have carefully examined the law 
on this subject and find it to be de- 
cidedly archaic and out of all harmony 
and sympathy with the real trend of 
modern thought. Only by accident 
could elections be held to meet the 
popular desire and comply with the 
popular will. The delegates go to the 
convention uninstructed on this most 
vital point. Nor could it be otherwise, 
for not until after the convention 
meets are the names and personalities 








of the candidates known. The only 
instruction, therefore, which could be 
given would be to vote for, or against, 
the retention in office of the existing 
officers. This, the committe is op- 
posed to for various reasons. First, it 
means the introduction of the per- 
sonal element, which something 
rarely to be desired. Secondly. it 
means the facing of the delegates with 
the disagreeable possibility of having 
to vote for a candidate whom they 
know to be unfit for the office to 
which he aspires; and yet, to qualify 
those instructions with an elastic pro- 
viso, permitting the exercise of their 
better judgment in the event of sucha 
contingency confronting them, means 
the practical nullification of those in- 
structions and is equivalent to no in- 
structions at all. 

Again, many thousands of voters 
have no voice in the election of the 
national officers. Under the law the 
highest vote any Local may cast is 
100. This means that in Local No. 10 
over 1,600 members, more than half 
the total, and in Local No. 310 over 
4,000 members, more than four-fifths 
of the total, are disfranchised. 

To assert that, because every mem- 
ber of 310 has the right to take part in 
the selections of its delegates, every 
one of its 4,000 members is fully rep- 
resented in an election where the total 
vote is cast by those delegates may 
not exceed 1,000, while the delegate 
from a Local numbering only 40, may 
cast a vote for 100, two and a half 
times more than the total member- 
ship of the Local he represents, is 
giving utterance to a paradox too ob- 
vious to require explanation. or 
apology. 

Yet, so long as the convention re- 
tains the right to elect, this committee 
is unequivocally opposed to any al- 
teration in the law which would grant 
the delegates from the various Locals 
the right to vote their full member- 
ship. For that would mean that a few 
of the larger Locals could and would 
combine to dominate the situation. 
They would dictate, not only the elec- 
tions, but the entire policy of the na- 
tional body. The result would be the 
strangulation of the smaller Locals 
and the eventual disruption of the na- 
tional organization. The smaller Lo- 
cals must be protected in the enjoy- 
ment of all their rights and privileges. 

The only scheme which commends 
itself to this committee 
moval of these difficulties and where- 
by every member of the American 
Federation of Musicians, regardless of 
the size of the Local to which he may 
belong, may have ah equal share in 
the management of its affairs and par- 
ticularly in the selection of its officers, 
is an amendment to the law depriving 
the convention of the right to elect, 
transferring that right to the voters 
at large; in other words a Plebecite. 

We would have the right to nomi- 
nate vested, as now, in the convention. 
It should be arbitrarily decreed that 
not less than two candidates be se- 
lected for each and every elective 
office. This would prevent any one 
faction from dominating the conven- 
tion, thus preventing other candidates

The committee wishes to add to 
the foregoing report the following 
suggestions: 

That this report be printed in pam- 
phlet form, copies of which should be 
sent at once to the officers of every 
Local of the American Federation of 
Musicians with the attached informa- 
tion that the subject matter herein 
contained is to be introduced at the 
next convention, and the added re- 
quest that it be laid before their Lo- 
cal for consideration and the delegates 
instructed concerning it.

THE “GOOD” SOLDIER.

A LIVE ONE. 


Postmaster Colin M. Selph, of St. 
Louis, Mo., has received instructions 
from Postmaster-General Burleson to 
prepare and organize his office so as 
to be an intermediary between the 
produce farmer, dairyman and poul- 
tryman, and the consumer living in 
St. Louis. 

Lists will be printed containing the 
names of all farmers in Missouri, IIl- 
inois, Iowa, Arkansas and Oklahoma, 
who wish to ship eggs, butter and 
general produce to consumers in St. 
Louis via parcel post service. These 
lists will be distributed by letter car- 
riers to patrons of the St. Louis post 
office or supplied to consumers in St. 
Louis on application. Postmaster 
Selph has sent out a request to the 
farmers, dairymen and poultrymen of 


Missouri, Illinois, Iowa, Arkansas and 
Oklahoma to send in their names and 
addresses and the kind of produce 
handled, also whether they handle but- 
ter, eggs, general produce, fruits, etc. 
Postmaster-General Burleson is very 
much interested in this new scheme to 
bring the producer and consumer to- 
gether by direct sale and delivery 
through the parcel post and has in- 
structed Postmaster Selph to use every 
possible means to obtain the informa- 
tion from the farmers in relation to 
what they grow and produce and to 
give the plan the widest publicity. 

Those who desire to have their 
names included in the produce list 
should send same to Postmaster Selph 
at once. He will publish not later 
than the 6th of April a bulletin for 
distribution, and thereafter will pub- 
lish same semi-monthly, containing 
full information. 

Consumers in St. Louis who desire 
lists should make application now.
